History of the Primitive Baptist Providence Church 
at Star City, Arkansas 


It has been my desire, Lord willing, to try to write as much of history of the Providence 
church as I was able to get together. This in memory of our deceased ancestors who were 
instrumental in founding said Primitive Baptist Church and to all the Elders that have served 
Providence Church. Most all of the older members have passed on, so I shall endeavor to do my 
best. 


The following information has been collected from some of the old minutes, ancestral 
letters, an old church book and from the memories of our parents and grandparents. 


In 1746, some of Joab COOK’s Baptist ancestors left South Wales to come to America, 
seeking a land where they could worship freely. They came over on the same ship that brought 
the bricks from England which were used to build the Welsh Tract Primitive Baptist Church. It 
is the oldest church of our faith still standing and is located near Newark, Delaware. 


We have no exact record of where our ancestors settled when they first arrived in 
America but they later migrated to Georgia. That is where Joab COOK was born, sometime in 
the early eighteen hundreds. When he reached marriageable age he was united in matrimony 
with a girl by the name of Margaret. We have no definite record of his birth date or the year he 
was married. Their daughter, Mary Francis, was born July 14, 1837. She was our great 
grandmother. 


According to an Editorial by Elder Gilbert BEEBE, the split in the church occurred about 
1832. It seems that the Baptists were a hated people. They suffered many persecutions because 
of their adherence to the faith and gospel. It was during this time that the Signs of the Times was 
started as a medium of correspondence, since many of the Old School Baptists had moved 
westward and were widely scattered. 


In 1822, Joseph Burton MATTHEWS, Sr. was born. His parents were Enoch and 
Eliander MATTHEWS. They resided in North Carolina. Grandfather MATTHEW was a 
veteran of the Mexican war (1846-1848). 


After the war he settled in Georgia. It was there he met and married Mary Francis 
COOK. He was also a veteran of the Civil War. Our Maternal grandmother, Martha Ann 
MATTHEWS, (WILKES) was born in December, 1861, the first year of the Civil War. She 
attended school in the log building which was the first Primitive Baptist Church in this area. 


Providence, like other churches of its kind, has had many trials and tribulations. At times 
there were only a few members but they held fast to the truth and beliefs of the old school 
predestination Baptists, as in the following old hymn: 


Poor and afflicted, Lord, are Thine; 
Among the great unfit to shine. 

But though the world may think it strange 
They would not with the world exchange. 


If kept, it was of the Lord, giving Him power over all, After some of the other churches 
disbanded, some of the members moved their membership to Providence Church. Most of the 
older ones have passed away. At this writing the youngest member is twelve years of age and the 
eldest in ninety this year. 


A few of the minutes of the conference meeting were copied from the old church book, 
which started in 1886 when another one of our great grandfathers (J. B. OWEN) served as church 
clerk. 


May Providence continue to stand firm for the truth and keep looking to the Lord and 
Savior Jesus Christ as chief moderator.

Providence Church History 


In the year of 1856, Elder Joab COOK, and his wife Margaret and family, his daughter 
Mary Francis and her husband J. B. MATTHEWS, left near Griffin, Georgia on their way to 
Arkansas, traveling part of the way on the old plank road that ran from Atlanta to Macon, 
Georgia. 


During this period there were a great many people migrating to Arkansas to homestead 
land. Travel was very slow; some had horses or mules and some used ox wagons. 


Other families joined them along the way, J. B. OWEN among them (possibly from 
Alabama). They arrived at Gainslanding on the Mississippi River and camped there for a few 
days to get their families and possession ferried across the river (two months on the way). 


They arrived in what is now Lincoln County in the fall of 1856. They built log houses. 
The next spring J. B. MATTHEWS and others in their group rode horses and mules to Little 
Rock (75 miles) to file claims to their homesteaded property. The COOK family’s land was 
adjacent to the MATTHEWS homestead. This was in the southeast section of Arkansas about 
three miles southeast of where Star City is now located. 


In the latter part of 1857 a log church was built on the MATTHEW land, near a spring 
which provided the people with water. This was also used for a school building for a number of 
years. Logs were cut in half to be used for seats, with legs inserted into holes underneath. It had 
a dirt floor and there were no windows. 


There were very few roads at that time, mostly Indian trails. 
J. B. OWENS settled in the west section of what is now Lincoln County. 


At that time this section was a part of Drew County. The New Hope Primitive Baptist 
Association had been formed about 1855. Elder Joab COOK, along with members of that 
association, founded Providence Church. Coleman was probably the closest post office at that 
time. Some of the older members lived in and around Coleman. 


There is no definite record of when J. B. MATTHEWS united with the church; probably 
after the Civil War. A copy of his credentials was found in an old hand-made billfold. The 
following is a printing of the copy: 


Credentials of J.B. MATTHEWS 
Drew County, Arkansas 
November 27th, 1869 


This is to certify that we have at this day, upon the request of the Primitive Baptist 
Church at Providence, examined Brother Joseph B. MATTHEWS, touching his call to the 
Gospel Ministry and finding him sound in the faith of the gospel and having given 
satisfactory evidence of a divine calling thereunto, proceeded to set him apart to all of the 
functions of the Gospel Ministry by solemn ordination and do recommend him to all 
Primitive Baptists and to all other good people, as an orderly and orthodox minister. 


--Presbytery: C. B. LANDERS, A. TOMLIN 


(Brother C. B. LANDERS was the grandfather of Brother Even LANDERS of Warren, 
Arkansas.) 


We have very little knowledge pertaining to the older members of the church, though it 
was recorded in the old church book that W. S. ROBERTSON and his wife, E. E. ROBERTSON 
joined the Church of Christ at Providence on August 14th, 1869. They were baptized on August 
29th, 1869. T. T. CARTER joined at the waters edge and was baptized at the same time. They 
lived around Coleman community. 


J. B. OWEN was church clerk when the second record book was started in March of 
1886. He was the son-in-law of Elder Joab COOK, having married his daughter Jane, about 
1858. There is no exact record of his union with the church either. 


Elder Joab COOK had the distinction of performing the first marriage ceremony after 
Lincoln County was formed. That teok place in 1871 and was the 66th county created. In 
December 1871 Star City was so named and selected as county seat.. 


Elder COOK passed away either in 1872 or 1873. It is not known which. Both Elder 
COOK and Elder MATTHEWS served Providence Church as pastors (along with other ministers 
until their deaths. 


In November of 1886 Elder WESTALL was asked to serve as pastor for the coming year 
and plans were made for the erection of a new church building. Elder J. B. MATTHEWS, Sr., 
deeding the land on which to seat the new church. It was located on Butler Road just north of the 
MATTHEWS’ home. 


Elder MATTHEWS and his son, J. B., Jr., along with other members, built the new plank 
siding church. It was a large church with glass windows which was quite a luxury at that time. 
Elder MATTHEW built the seats and pulpit which are still in use, or were until the present 
church was remodeled in 1966. Elder MATTHEWS made the stipulation that the land was to be 
used for the church building for so long as that was its purpose. The building was finished in 
1889, 


In February of eighteen ninety, Elder J.B. MATTHEWS, Sr. passed away. J. B. OWEN 
passed away the following July. The church book was then turned over to W. S. ROBERTSON 
who served as church clerk until April 1894 when J. B. MATTHEWS, Jr. was elected to the post. 
He passed away in September of 1897. Then W. S. ROBERTSON reassumed the position and 
served until his death. 


The following is a partial membership list dating approximately to 1900. We cannot be 
sure it is complete because some of the members had passed away by then and there were others 
who had moved to other locations.. 


Elders: Joab COOK (pastor), J. B. MATTHEWS, Sr. (pastor); 

Brothers: J. B. OWEN, J. B. MATTHEWS, Jr., W. S. ROBERTSON, J. N. BAILY, J. O. 
MEEKS, Joel THORNSBERRY, Elisha LEWIS, Archer BLYTHE; 

Sisters: GARRISON, E. E. ROBERTSON, Susan A. MEEKS, Lola HODGES, Nete 
MAJORS, Viola BROCKMAN, M. O. HUDSON (who later married a man named 
PERRY and moved to Little Rock). 


(Other Elders who helped to moderate and came to visit were: D. WESTALL (served as 
pastor), T. B. LITTLE, G. W. McVEY, J. H. BLYTHE (served as pastor), G. W. 
BRADLEY, H. H. CARTER (served as pastor), A. TULLIS. 


There were twelve churches in the New Hope Association for approximately thirty years 
according to facts taken from a minute printed in 1908. Therefore each had their association 





every twelve years. According to the above record, Providence had the association in the years 
1878, 1890, 1902. 


It was divided into three districts, each district had a “Union Meeting” or District Meeting 
in July or August. 


Around 1910 there were three churches dropped from the association. After their 
demands to leave out “The Doctrine of Predestination of all things.” The Association deemed 
this unreasonable and irregular. 


It was recorded that W. S. ROBERTSON passed away in February, 1905, and there being 
no male members left, there was no one to keep the church book. Nevertheless, the church met 
several times during the year with Elders J. H. BLYTHE, A. TULLIS and others. Elder 
BLYTHE recorded most of the conference meeting minutes until 1915. 


In 1907 (Sept. 21), during the conference meeting, it was stated that Sister Patty 
LAWSON came forward to relate her experience of grace. She was received; baptism was 
delayed again due to sickness, but in November 1908 it was stated that Sister LAWSON was 
given a letter showing that she had been received by experience and dismissed when she joined 
another church of our faith and order, after Sister LAWSON and family had moved to another 
county. 


During these years travel was done mainly on horseback or by buggy and wagons. Entire 
families would travel thirty or forty miles by wagon to attend the associations and district 
meetings. 


Listed below are some more of the members of the early nineteen hundreds. It is not 
known when some of them joined the church or how long they remained members. 


Sister Olivia ROBERTSON, Sister May CLARY, Sister Lizzie RODGERS. 


Other Elders partially assisting: J. H. RAWLS, T. J. EVERS, Dock WEST, Bruce 
PHILLIPS, E. W. ADAMS. 


Elders D. WESTALL also visited often in the early nineteen hundreds. We have heard 
our parents speak of him many times. It seems he was a man of little formal education; he could 
barely read his texts but he was truly a man who was taught by the Lord. He could read a few 
lines from the Bible and then he seemed to become lifted up and was enabled to speak of the 
“truth and gospel of our God and Savior, Jesus Christ,” in a very enlightened manner. 


W. A. WOMACK (our father) joined the church at Providence in August 1915 and in 
September 1915 he was elected church clerk where he served for approximately forty years. 
(Our mother Mrs. Lutie, was a firm believer in the Primitive Baptist beliefs for most of her life, 
although she was never baptized.) 


Providence was split up, along with some other churches in the association, when a 
church that was not in full fellowship with the association asked for membership in the 
association (Pine Grove of Cleveland County). They demanded a change in the constitution; they 
wanted to strike out the fifth article and change the ninth article, Abstract of Faith. This was 
brought up at the association on October 12, 1917. 


During this time Elder E. W. J. ADAMS had moved his membership to Providence but 
moved again later on. Brother Ben and Sister Hattie GLOVER united with the church but were 
later dismissed, after the church divided. 


After the trouble there were four members who stood together. Mrs., MEEKS passed 
away in 1919, leaving three members. Elder J. H. BLYTH served as pastor and since he had to 
travel by horse and buggy much of the time, meetings were irregular. At this time there were no 
paved roads, only a few graveled roads. Suring a rainy season, the roads would get so bad that a 
horse and buggy could barely get over them. 


In September of 1922 the church chose Elders J. H. RAWLS, J. H. BLYTHE, A. H. 
WEST and Deacon T. O. BUTLER as Presbytery to set apart H. H. PHILLIPS to the ministry and 
W. A. WOMACK to the Deaconship. 


With Elder J. H. RAWLS as moderator and Elder J. H. BLYTHE as clerk, there was a 
prayer by Elder RAWLS, after reading a portion of Scripture, the charges given by Paul to 
Timothy and an admonition to the dear brethren, with many remarks of encouragement and 
warnings to heed the commands of our heavenly Father. Afterwards the Presbytery laid their 
hands on, and prayer was offered by Elder A. H. WEST. The brethern and sisters extended the 
right hand of fellowship. After this Elder H. H. PHILLIPS served as assistant pastor along with 
Elder J. H. BLYTHE, pastor. 


In September of 1926 Brother Jesse LAWSON came forward and was received. He was 
baptized on the same day by Elder J. H. BLYTHE. Elder BLYTHE passed away on February 7, 
1928 at his home at Warren, Arkansas, He was greatly missed by all. 


Sister Martha Ann WILKES and Sister Mildred MATTHEWS came forward and was 
baptized in June 1935. 


Sister Bell KING received by letter, near this time; also Sister Olevia ROBERTSON 
received back in full fellowship..

Elder H. H. PHILLIPS served as pastor until his death in August of 1956, almost one 
hundred years after Providence was founded. 


A number of others Elders (too numerous to mention all) have visited over a period of 
years. Elder J. L. SANDERS is the present pastor. Elder R. H. HALE is assistant pastor. They 
are both from Alabama. 


In August of 1936 the old church building, being in very bad condition, was torn down 
and parts of it which were still useable were used to erect a new church on its present location 
which is on highway 81 at the south edge of Star City, 


w. A. WOMACK donated one acre of ground for the new building and with manual and 
monetary contributions from both members and friends, the church was built. A few years later 
it was covered with an asbestos siding. Then in 1966 the inside was completely remodeled and 
new seats were purchased. 


The Original pulpit is still in use after being refinished by Rousseau MATTHEWS, 
grandson of Elder J. B. MATTHEWS, Sr. Other friends and members of the church helped with 
remodeling program.

The oldest member is Brother George GOYNE. He is ninety years of age. He is bedfast 
and in a rest home. So he is no longer able to attend services. 


The youngest member is twelve years old. He is Vern LAW SON, son of Brother Jesse 
LAWSON and his wife Dean. Vern was 11 years of age when he came forward and asked for a 
home with the Primitive Baptist at Providence on first Sunday in October 1966. He was baptize 
that afternoon by Elder HALE, with Elder J. L. SANDERS reading a portion of Scripture and 
offering prayer. 


This year (1967) members and friends of Providence Church are meeting on the first 
Sunday of each month to sing and visit. Then have a picnic lunch at noon. 


On Saturday afternoon before the second Sunday of each month, we have preaching 
service by Elder David TURNER or Woodrow HUDSON, both of Bastrop, La. We are glad for 
them to visit us whenever it is the Lord’s will. 


May 6, 1967: During the Conference Meeting, David LAWSON was appointed church 
clerk. (Brother Fred PHILLIPS had served for several years.) 

1. Called for peace in the church. All in peace. 

2. Invited brethren and sisters to seats with us. 

3. Agreed to hold alternate meetings with our sister church (Antioch at Warren). 

4. Opened the door of the church for reception of members. Addie SEYMORE came 
forward and was received on confession of faith. Plans for baptism were made for that 
afternoon. Then before they went into the water, Clara SHEPERD and Buck BLYTHE came 
forward and were received as candidates for baptism. Elder HALE baptized all three, with Elder 
J. L. SANDERS reading Scripture and offering prayer.

The Church of Christ at Providence met Saturday June 12th, 1887. Worship by Elder D. 
WESTALL after which organized in conference. 
1. Call for the peace of the church, all in peace. 
2. Invite visiting brethren to seats with us. 
3. Call for acknowledgments, none. 
4. Call for reference. 
5. Opened the door of the church for the reception of members, none were received. 
6. Call for miscellaneous business, we agreed to represent ourselves at the district meeting, by 
letters and delegates to be held with Mt. Pisgah church on Friday before the first Sunday in 
August. The delegates is as follows: 





J. B. MATTHEWS, J. B. OWEN, W. S. ROBERTSON, and J. O. NEEKS in case of failure of 
one of the other delegates. The clerk will prepare the letter. Done by order of the church, in 
conference.

OCTOBER 21, 1893 


The Church of Christ at Providence and preaching was by Brother ANDERSON and 
Brother T. B. LITTLE. After which the church went into conference. 
1. Call for the peace of the church, all in peace. 
2. Invited Brothers and Sisters to seats with us. (visiting) 
3. Opened the doors of the church, none offered. 


SUNDAY, OCTOBER 22, 1893 


The privilege of the church being extended, Brother J. B. MATTHEWS, Jr.. came 
forward and related his experience and was received as a candidate for baptism. October 23, 
Sister Ann MAJORS and Brother J. B. MATTHEWS, Jr. came forward and were baptized by 
Elder T. B. LITTLE in full fellowship of the church. The church extended to them the right hand 
of fellowship. No other business, returned to the house for preaching.

ABSTRACT OF PRINCIPLES 
OCTOBER, 1899 


I. We believe in the only true and living God, the Father, Son and Holy Ghost. 

IL. We believe that the Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments are the word of God, and a 
sufficient and only rule of our faith and practice. 

Ill. We believe in the doctrine of election and God chose his people in Christ before the 
foundation of the world. 

IV. We believe in the doctrine of original sin. 

V. We believe in man’s incapacity, by his own free will and ability, to recover himself from the 
state that he is in. 

VI. We believe that sinners are justified in the sight of God only in the righteousness of Christ 
imputed to them. 

VII. We believe that God’s elect shall be called, regenerated, and sanctified by the Holy Ghost. 
VIII. We believe that saints shall be called , regenerated, be preserved in grace, and never fall 
finally away. 

IX. We believe that baptism, and the Lord’s supper, and washing of the saints’ feet, are 
ordinances of Jesus Christ, and that all true believers are proper subjects, and that immersion is 
the only baptism. 
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X. We believe that none but regularly baptized persons have a right to commune at the Lord’s 
table. 

XI. We believe that no minister has the right to administer the ordinances of the gospel of God, 
but one who has been regularly baptized, called of God, and come under the hands of the 
presbytery. 

XII. We believe in the resurrection of the dead, and that the happiness of the righteous, and the 
punishment of the wicked, will be eternal.

It is our hope, Lord willing, that Providence will continue to uphold the faith of our 
forefathers.

Joseph Holmes RILEY 
And 
Eliza Elizabeth THOMPSON RILEY 


Joseph Holmes RILEY was born 3 March 1860, on the family farm in Bearhouse 
township near Berea in Ashley County. He was the sixth son of James Cooper and Elizabeth 
Ann DAVIS RILEY. His early life was not one of ease. The nation was on the verge of Civil 
War. He had four living siblings, John, nine years old, William, seven years old, James, five , 
and three year old Mary Ann. He was two years old when his father left for war and his brother 
Samuel was born in 1863 after his father had left for service in the Civil War. His mother and 
the children who were old enough, planted the crops, cultivated and harvested the crops. This 
had to be hard during this time. 

James Cooper RILEY and his brother Andrew J. arrived in Arkansas prior to the first 
census for Ashley County, Arkansas. He is shown twice in the 1850 census: as a single white 
male, a wagoner, in the Hamburg home of Andrew J.RILEY and second as a laborer in the 
household of Thomas C. DENSON. The census shows his birth place as South Carolina on 
January 1, 1826 and his parents birth place as South Carolina. James Cooper RILEY bought one 
of the original 13 lots sold by the first commissioners of Ashley County. He and his Andrew J. 
helped build some of the first buildings in the town of Hamburg. 

In addition to Andrew J. RILEY, married on August 27, 1851, Mary Ann MAINS, other 
brothers and sisters of James Cooper RILEY are; 

Robert Harvey RILEY, half brother, was Confederate soldier and is buried in Mt. Olive 

Cemetery; 

Louisa RILEY, half sister, married a MURPHY, had a To be MURPHY, widowed 


during Civil War and her son raised by Robert H. RILEY; 
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Martha RILEY, half sister, married a HILL. 

William RILEY, half brother; 

John RILEY, half brother; 

Mary S. RILEY 

Andrew J. RILEY was made guardian of Martha, Robert, Lousia, John, William and 
Mary S. RILEY on July 25, 1953. 

At the age of 25, on January 1, 1851, James Cooper RILEY married Elizabeth Ann 
DAVIS, she was seventeen at the time. She was born November 11, 1833. Her birth place is 
shown in the different census’ as Mississippi, Tennessee and Kentucky. 

Elizabeth Ann Davis appears in the 1850 census of Ashley County, Arkansas, in the 
home of Thomas C. DENSON, reportedly her uncle, who owned a plantation in Fountain Hill. 

The homesteaded land in the wilderness of Ashley County and the lived their entire 
married life on this land in Bearhouse Township. Their oldest son was born in 1851. They 
helped establish the Riley community . In 1857, Mt. Olive Baptist Church was organized nearby. 
The first meeting was held under the trees and the first building erected in 1859 by the men of the 
community. The men of the community also erected Riley School house of native timber. It 
operated from the 1850’s to 1930. 

James Cooper RILEY and Elizabeth Ann DAVIS children are:

second Martha CONE; 

twins James Andrew RILEY, born May 9, 1853, died January 3, 1854 and William

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James Nathaniel RILEY, born January 15, 1855 married first on December 22, 1876, 
Julia Fidelia TAYLOR and second Mattie Sue Yelvington, died May 12, 1940; 
Mary Ann RILEY, born April 4, 1857, married October 13, 1880, Thomas Miller 
Yelvington, died May 25, 1930; 

Joseph Holmes RILEY, born March 3, 1860, married Eliza Elizabeth THOMPSON, died 
April 13, 921; 

Samuel Jackson RILEY, born March 15, 1863, died June 1, 1878; 

Susan Elizabeth RILEY, born February 27, 1866, married first on December 1, 1883 
James RODGERS, married second Frances Marion LINDER, and third L. W. ELKINS, 
died in December 1913; 

Robert Randolph RILEY, born November 1869 married on April 6, 1891 Eliza 
Virginia McDOUGALD, died April 11 1944; 

Louisa Jane RILEY, born May 9, 1871, married John C. POWELL, died May 21, 1890; 


George Thomas RILEY, born July 7, 1873 married first Effie SULLIVAN and second 
Laura HANSON, died 1951; 


Patrick Joshua RILEY, born September 25, 1876, died August 9, 1877. 

When Joe was five years old, his father returned from the war in 1865. Reconstruction 
lasted until 1872-73 and during that time the situation did not improve greatly. Sister Susan was 
born in 1866, brother Robert in 1868 and then on March 4, 1870 his brother William died of 
brain fever at the age of 17, the day after Joe’s tenth birthday. The family increased as Louise 
was born in 1871, George was born in 1873 and Patrick was born in 1876. 

In 1877, his brother James’ wife died eleven days after giving birth to a daughter, Anna. 


Joe’s parents took Anna to raise. The same year 11 month old Patrick died. In 1887, his brother 
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Samuel died. 

In 1887, Joe’s father, James Cooper RILEY, died of pneumonia. Joe was at the age of 22 
to become the head of the family which included his mother, two sisters, two brothers and his 
niece, Anna. 

At the age of 28, in 1888, he married Elizabeth THOMPSON, born February 27, 1870, to 
William THOMPSON and Elizabeth McLaren Taylor THOMPSON in Berea Community east of 
Hamburg, Ashley County, Arkansas. Her mother was married twice. Her first husband was a 
TAYLOR by whom she had three daughters, Julia, Georgianne, and Nellie. Second she married 
William THOMPSON after Mr. Taylor’s death. When Eliza was in her teens she was orphaned 
and went to live in the household of John RILEY in Riley Community in Bearhouse township. 

Joe’s sister, Louisa, was married to John Powell. She died at the age of 19 in 1890. That 
same year Anna, his niece, married Jackson Van Buren STONE, who was five years older than 
she. His brother, Robert, married in 1891 

Joe and Eliza were members of Mt. Olive Church near Berea where Joe was Church 
Clerk for many years. He served on many committees and was a delegate to the Association 
meetings. They lived on their farm in Bearhouse Township until 1812 when they moved to a 
farm about one mile from Hamburg so Joe would be nearer his new job. He had been elected 
County Judge. They sold their farm in Bearhouse to their son William and his wife Novella. Joe 
was Ashley County Judge for four years, 1812 - 1816. 

Joe and Eliza had seven children, Susan who died from burns when a baby, Infant who 
died , Patrick, born in 1889, Milton Bunyan, born 1894 and married Fannie Williams, James 


William, born 1991 and married Novella MORROW, Lillie Pearl, born 1896 and married 
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Norman Melville WELLS, Sr. and Edgar Mears, born 1899 and never married. 
In addition to their own children they raised an orphan named Katie, who lived with them during 
their early married life. Katie married a JENNINGS and had three children: James, Aubrey and 
Bertha. After Mr. JENNINGS death she married Oscar EVANS. After Katie’s death Oscar 
EVANS married Mary RILEY, daughter of Robert RILEY who was the son of James Cooper 
RILEY. 

Joe RILEY died in his home on April 13, 1921, at the age of 61. He was buried at Mt. 
Olive Cemetery in Bearhouse Township. 

Several years after Joe’s death, Eliza married Mr. Asa REED. This marriage was short. 
Eliza sent word do daughter, Lillie and her husband Norman WELLS, SR. to come and get her. 
She lived with Lillie’s family for a number of years then moved back to the farm with Ed about 
1931. When her health failed, she moved to a small rented house in Hamburg and remained 
there until shortly before her death. Her son, Bunyan, and his wife, Fannie, took her to their 
home to nurse her. At the age of 88, on August 14, 1959 she died. At that time she was the 


oldest woman in Hamburg. She was buried in Mt. Olive Cemetery in Bearhouse Township.
